The following descriptive 1st constitutes the 3d terrorist groups lhat currently (as of 30 
January 2003) am designated by the Secretary of Slate as Foreign Terrorist 
Organizations (FTOs), pursuant to section 21 9 of the Immigration and Nationality Act, 
as amended by the Antiterrorism and Effective Death Penalty Ac! of 1 996.
